Of the ;cogre%s of the work the re- 
port says: 

“This .year over two and one-third 
million cubic ya-ds were excavated in 
each «* the winter months—the dry 
season in Panama—a million yards be- 
ing approximately equal to a square 
mile one foot deep. To prepare this 
immense mass for removal, 405 tons 
of dynamite were used per month, 
and to make the dirt fly to this ex- 
tent, thirty nine 95-ton steam shovels, 
thirty seven 70-ton, ten 45-ton and 
twenty-four others were in constant 
use. A total of 4141 cars and 321 loco- 
motives moved this mass to the 
dumps, A fleet of eighteen barges, fif- 
teen dredges and other vessels were 
at work in the dredging service.” 

After giving a detailed description 
of the method of work on the canal. 


and the amount of machinery and la 


bor involved, the report continues: 

“When we recall the fact that this 
enormous plant is operated at a dis- 
tance of 1975 miles from its main base 
of supplies, New York, we can esti- 
mate with more justice and accuracy 
the magnitude and co nplications of 
the undertaking. On April 30 last, 
26,118 men were actfally at work for 
the Isthmian Canal Commission, and 
1057 at work for the Panama Railroad

. WORKERS ALL LOYAL. | 

In speaking of the morale of the 
service the report says:

HE PURITY OF THE BALLOT. 
“A weapon that comes down as still 
As fall upon the sod; 
But executes a freeman’s will, 
As lightning does the will of God. 
And from its force nor doors nor Jocks 
Can shield you— tis the ballot box.” 

The American peopie are thoroughly attuned to 
this sentiment of good old John Pierpont; and rec- 
ognizing that the ballot is the sure and all-potent 
protection of popular rights and liberties, they 
have most jealously guarded its sanctity and have 
enacted a great network of laws to prevent marau- 
ders from despoiling it. There is, i 
every thoughtful citizen knows it—no insurance of 
a fair deal for the common people if wickedly de- 
signing or criminally greedy men can debauch the 
ballot, can by any device make the ballot box falsely 
register the pleasure of a few bosses or schemers, 
instead of the “freeman’s will.” 

These popular convictions are 80 trite that it 
might seem needless to put them in print again; but 
unfortunately we have cases before us in Los An- 
geles county that call up these reflections and em- 
phasize the need of rallying public sentiment once 
more to the defense of the purity of the ballot.

Each is entitled to his day in court; to 
all the ingenious pleas of skilled counsel; to be as- 
sumed innocent (even if he has confessed) till 
proven legally guilty by sworn testimony as to the 
facts that shall remove every reasonable doubt of 
his legal guilt. But what The Times insists upon is 
that no mere excuses be accepted; that no political 
“influences” be permitted to intervene; that no con- 
siderations of “expediency” or friendship or social 
standing come between these alleged offenders and 
the purity of the ballot; that no “pull” of any sort 
shall prevent the earnest and vigilant prosecution 
of these alleged crimes aimed against every fellow- 
voter of the accused—for offenses such as 
are stabs at the very heart of the body politic, at 
the vitals of every man who has a life to value, a 
home to protect and a family to guard, amid the 
ravening wolves of high finance and the rabid blood- 
hounds of political ambition. a 

‘It is due to the people that these cases be 
not dropped nor treated lightly. It is due to the 
people that the offenses, if committed, be not con- 
doned because the offenders are of the kid-glove 
and silk-stocking class, rather than men with soiled 
hands. Would the excuse, “it was an inadvert- 
ence,” have a moment’s standing before the officers 
of the law if the alleged repeater were a poor dog 
of a ward worker instead of a candidate for the 
State Legislature? Would the apology “it was ab- 


* sent-mindedness” save the offender if he were a 


$2.50-a-day man without a pull? Would the mere 
contention that he was right, he was sure he was 
right, prevent a legal in if the accused 
were a Tom Savage or a Tom Vacher instead of an 
officer of a city government? 

The Times understands that the proper affida- 
vits have been filed in both these cases. Let the 
law take its course and let no restraining hand be 
The accused are certain to have a fair 
hearing. Their contentions will be duly presented 
and published. The Times bespeaks for them the 
square deal under the law to which every accused 
man is entitled, whether he be John D. Rockefeller or 
Bill Sykes, the house-breaker. But what The Times 
protests against is any disposition or movement to 
gloss over or hush up any crimes committed against 
the ballot, and therefore committed against every 
citizen of our State. 

If any public officer concerned in these cases per- 
mits himself to be influenced by political or per- 
sonal pressure or device, of any sort whatever, the 
public will not forget it; all time cannot remove the 
taint of it.

the @V.C.T.U. lady who, for obvious reasons, 
grubbed up all the grapevines on her new fatner- 
in-law's ranch. As for humanly flirting a fold of 
the mantle of charity over anything that has fallen 
under condemnation, few reformers claim acquaint- 
ancé with the lady, and admire the cut of her gar- 
ment not at all, preferring a closer fit—more on 
the lines of the Directoire.

habit of indulging in a preferred form of it, quits 


it from honest conviction that it is wrong, would 
reasonably expect success in warning others against 
it: or the same might be true of one who resigns 
a high political office from honest convietion that 
politics are “rotten,” and his office dishonestly 
gained. But, alas, itisthe man who ran for 
sheriff or judge, and saw some other runner get 
the office, who is most eloquent about the evils the 
country is plunging headlong into; it is the man 
with rheumatism in his legs or the homely lady 
wall flower who is most eager to tell the belle of the 
ball how sinfully sinful dancing is.

FoREST SERVICE AND GOOD ROADS. 
: Realizing that with thicker settlemcnt and 
increasing use o national forests, good roads 
will become more and more a ing necessity, it 
has been arranged that the office of Public Roads 
of the Department of Agriculture shall codperat: 
with the Forest Service in drawing up plans for 
comprehensive systems of roads afd trails in the 
national forests. Hitherto the funds allotted b. 
Congress to the Forest Service for permanent im- 
provements on national forests have largely been 
used for road and trail building, but the amount 
is too small, compared with the total area of the 


forests, to make possible more than a small begin- 


ning. 

Building each year under the new arrangement 
can be done with reference to a carefully worked- 
cut plan, escaping the danger of undirected effort. 

The roads, trails, telephone lines, and fire lines 
already constructed on national forests are prov- 
ing of great value both in the work of fire protee- 
tion and in serving the convenience of the public. 
The further this work can be carried the greater 
will be the usefulness of the forests to the sur- 
rounding regions. This ‘s only one of the many 
ways in which the Forest Service is promoting the 
interests of the people.
